The Executive Force Review Committee (EFRC) consisting of Commanders 
Stephen Johnson, Patrick Maxwell, and Ralph Webb met and reviewed the above 
case. 


FORCE POLICY RELATING TO INCIDENT: 


Law Enforcement officers may use deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of 
others only when they reasonably believe death or serious physical injury is about 
to be inflicted upon themselves or others. 


FINDINGS: 


Century Station deputies were on routine patrol. They attempted to speak with 
suspect, who they believed was acting suspiciously. When the deputies exited 
their patrol vehicle, the suspect ran from them with a firearm in his hand. The 
suspect ignored multiple commands from the pursuing deputies to stop. At the end 
of the foot pursuit, the suspect fell on the sidewalk, removed the gun's magazine 
from his pocket and tried to insert it into the firearm. 


EFRC -2- March 31, 2014 


Believing the suspect intended to use the firearm to shoot him and his partner, the 
deputy fired three rounds from his service weapon, striking the suspect in the left 
thigh, left calf, and right ankle. The suspect threw the gun and followed the 
deputy's orders to drop the gun magazine. The suspect was taken into custody 
without further use of force. 


The EFRC determined the force used against the suspect was within Department 
policy. The EFRC also determined the tactics used were within Department 
policy. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 
The EFRC recommended the unit commander, Captain Ernest E. Chavez, 
Conduct a tactical debriefing with the involved personnel regarding the unique 


circumstances of this incident. The tactical debriefing is to include the issue of 
foot pursuits in an open field and the risks involved.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the November 23, 2012, non-fatal shooting of Bruce Lee Sullivan by Los 
Angeles County Sheriff's Department (LASD) Deputy Tony Franklin. We have concluded that 
Deputy Franklin acted lawfully in self-defense and defense of others. 


The District Attorney Command Center was notified of the shooting at approximately 

11:25 a.m., on November 23, 2012. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy 
District Attorney Jason Lustig and District Attorney Senior invest gntor 7] responded 
to the location. They were given a briefing of the circumstances surrounding the shooting and a 
walk-through of the scene. 


The following analysis is based upon investigative reports, analyzed evidence reports and 
witness statements taken during the investigation by the LASD and submitted to this office by 
Detective Joe Espino. Compelled statements were not considered in this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On November 23, 2012, at approximately 11:08 a.m., Deputies Tony Franklin and Chad 
Magdalik were on routine, uniformed patrol in a marked Sheriff's vehicle in the Willowbrook 
area of the County of Los Angeles. While Deputy Franklin was driving north on Compton 
Avenue, they saw a male, later identified as Bruce Sullivan, walking east on the sidewalk of East 
117" Place, east of Compton Avenue, looking over his shoulder in their direction. Franklin told 
Magdalik that they should go talk to him. 
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When Franklin turned right onto East 117" Place, Sullivan repeatedly looked over his shoulder 
toward the approaching deputies. Franklin stopped the patrol car. Sullivan stopped walking and 
the deputies exited. Sullivan faced the patrol car and crouched down slightly behind a car parked 
along the south curb, obscuring his waist and hands from the deputies’ view. Deputy Magdalik 
noticed that Sullivan was moving his hands around his waistband suspiciously. Deputy Franklin 
asked Sullivan what was going on. With his left hand on the left side of his waistband, Sullivan 
walked toward Franklin. Sullivan then turned and started to run west. Apparently seeing 
Magdalik in his path, Sullivan quickly turned in the opposite direction and ran east away from 
the deputies. As Sullivan turned, Franklin saw the grip of a handgun protruding from the left 
side of his waist. Sullivan removed the handgun with his left hand as he ran away. Franklin 
yelled that Sullivan had a gun. He repeatedly ordered Sullivan to stop by yelling “Police, stop, 
police!” and “Stop, police, P1H shoot!” 


The deputies ran after Sullivan as he sprinted east on East 117" Place, then south through an 
opening in a chain link fence and across an open field toward East 1 18" Street. Sullivan ran 
through another opening in the fence at the south side of the field and continued running west on 
East 118" Street. With the deputies following close behind, Sullivan ran across the street to the 
gated pedestrian entrance of an apartment building а East 118" Place. Sullivan opened the 
gate with his right hand and looked back at Franklin, who yelled, “Police, stop running, police!” 
After passing through the gate, Sullivan took about four steps, tripped and fell on the sidewalk on 
the east side of the parking area. Sullivan fell on his right side with the gun still in his left hand. 
Pointing his service weapon at Sullivan, Franklin repeatedly ordered him to show his hands. 
While on the ground, Sullivan reached into his right pocket, removed a pistol magazine and tried 
to insert it into the gun. Fearing for his life and that of his partner behind him, Franklin fired his 
service weapon three times, striking Sullivan three times.' Franklin stepped to his left to seek 
concealment from the bushes on the west side of the apartment building. Sullivan yelled 
something and threw his firearm to the west side of the fire lane in the parking area? Franklin 
stepped toward Sullivan and twice ordered him to drop the weapon. Sullivan dropped the 
magazine for his firearm.? Sullivan told Franklin, “I’m sorry. I just wanted to get away, don't 
kill me.” Magdalik heard Sullivan say, “Thank you for not killing me. I shouldn't have run 
from you with a gun." 


Paramedics transported Sullivan to St. Francis Medical Center in the City of Lynwood where he 
was treated for gunshot wounds to his left upper thigh, left calf and right ankle. While Deputies 
Chavira and Rivas were guarding Sullivan in the hospital hallway, Sullivan told them, *Hey Sirs, 
sorry for running from your partner. Tell him thank you for not shooting me in the stomach. 1 
didn't want to go to jail because I wanted to see my| Ё 


А Deputy Franklin was armed with a Beretta, model 92F, 9mm semiautomatic pistol. 

? Sullivan's firearm was a Bryco-Arms, model Jennings Nine, 9mm semiautomatic pistol. When it was recovered, 
the chamber and magazine well were empty. An LASD firearms expert determined that the gun was functional. 

? The magazine contained eight live rounds. An additional live 9mm round was recovered from Sullivan's left front 
pants pocket and a second was found on the ground next to Sullivan. The magazine had a 10-round capacity. 
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In case number TA125935, the District Attorney’s Office charged Sullivan with attempted 
murder and assault with a firearm on a peace officer, and felon in possession of a firearm. The 
case is set for preliminary hearing on April 11, 2012 in Department “O” of the Compton 
Division of Los Angeles County Superior Court. 


Statement of Bruce Sullivan 


About eight hours after the shooting, detectives interviewed Sullivan in the hospital. Before the 
detectives had a chance to tell Sullivan the reason for talking to him, he stated, “I ran. I had a 
gun.” Sullivan then waived his Miranda rights and agreed to speak with the detectives about the 
shooting. 


Sullivan told the detectives that he found the gun when he was cleaning his yard. When he 
found it, the gun had four or five bullets in the magazine, but he added more. He carried the gun 
with an empty chamber and without the magazine inserted. However, he had practiced inserting 
the magazine, saying “He could get ready pretty quick.” Sullivan carried the gun in an extra belt 
on his left side and the magazine in his right pocket. When the deputies pulled up, he first 
walked toward them, but then ran because he did not want to go to jail and wanted to see his 

who was coming from out of town to visit.’ He heard the deputies yelling for him to 
stop as he was running away. When he fell, he was trying to throw the gun and magazine. He 
eventually threw the gun, then reached into his pocket and threw the magazine. Sullivan did not 
blame the deputy for shooting him, saying that the deputy had a guy with a gun in his hand and 
“did what he had to do.” Sullivan said he would have done the same thing if he had been in the 
deputy's position. 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force іп self-defense or in the defense of others if it 
reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of others that 
he actually and reasonably believed that he or others were in imminent danger of great bodily 
injury or death. Penal Code $ 197; People v. Randle (2005) 35 Cal.4th 987, 994 (overruled on 
another ground in People v. Chun (2009) 45 Cal.4th 1172, 1201); People v. Humphrey (1996) 13 
Cal.4th 1073, 1082; see also, CALCRIM No. 505. ` 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar circumstances, 
to be necessary to prevent the injury which appears to be imminent. CALCRIM No. 3470. Ifthe 
person's beliefs were reasonable, the danger does not need to have actually existed. Id. 


“When the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law does not 
weigh in too nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing 
because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety." People v. Collins (1961) 
189 Cal.App.2d 575. 


* This incident occurred on the Friday after Thanksgiving. 
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“The ‘reasonableness’ of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer on the scene, rather than the 20/20 vision of hindsight. . . . The calculus of 
reasonableness must embody allowance for the fact that police officers are often forced to make 
split-second judgments — in circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving — about 
the amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation.” Graham v. Conner (1989) 490 
USS. 386, 396-397. 


CONCLUSION 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows that Deputies Tony Franklin and Chad 
Magdalik attempted to speak with Bruce Sullivan, who they believed to be acting suspiciously. 
When the deputies exited their patrol vehicle, Sullivan ran from them with a firearm in his hand. 
Sullivan ignored multiple commands from the pursuing deputies to stop. At the end of the foot 
chase, Sullivan fell on the sidewalk, removed the gun’s magazine from his pocket and tried to 
insert it into the firearm. Reasonably believing that Sullivan intended to use the firearm to shoot 
him and his partner, and in fear of imminent great bodily injury or death, Deputy Franklin fired 
three rounds from his service weapon, striking Sullivan. Sullivan threw his gun away and then 
followed Franklin’s order to drop the gun magazine. He was ultimately taken into custody 
without further use of force. 


Given the rapidly evolving, life threatening situation that confronted Deputy Franklin, we 
conclude that he acted lawfully in self-defense and defense of others. We are therefore closing 
our file and will take no further action in this matter.

Franklin, Tony 


Deputy Franklin said he and his partner, Deputy Magdalik were driving north on Compton 
Avenue on routine patrol. He was the driver and Deputy Magdalik was the bookman. 
He said they saw a male black walking east on 117" Place. The male who was later 
identified as Suspect Sullivan was acting suspiciously by nervously looking over his 
shoulder toward the deputies. 


INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 2 of 8 $H2324827 


Deputy Franklin said as they drove closer to the suspect, they decided to stop and talk 
with him. When the suspect saw the patrol car stop, he stopped walking. The suspect 
faced the patrol vehicle and crouched down behind one of the vehicles parked along the 
south curb line. Deputy Franklin said the suspect was on the sidewalk and he could see 
the suspect's face, but not his waist area or his hands. He said based on the suspect's 
behavior, he believed the suspect may have been involved in some type of criminal 
activity. Deputy Franklin maintained eye contact with the suspect and asked him 
"What's going оп?” The suspect started to walk toward him with his left hand on the left 
side of his waistband. He said the suspect was approximately 4-6 feet from him when he 
suddenly pivoted to the right, away from him and ran east оп 117" Street. As the 
suspect turned, Deputy Franklin observed the handgrip of a handgun near the left side of 
the suspect's waistband. The suspect removed a chrome colored semiautomatic pistol 
from his left waistband area with his left hand as he ran. Deputy Franklin said there were 
a lot of rocks in the big dirt field on 1 18" Place. As soon as the suspect took one step, he 
tripped and fell. Deputy Franklin said he saw a gun slide from the suspect's waistband 
onto the dirt. 


Deputy Franklin began to chase the suspect who had picked-up the handgun and advised 
Deputy Magdalik that the suspect was armed with the gun. As Deputy Magdalik followed 
Deputy Franklin, he advised Sheriff Communications via his handheld radio of their 
location and that they were in foot pursuit of an armed suspect. Deputy Franklin said he 
identified himself as "the police," ordered the suspect to stop numerous times, and 
advised the suspect that he would shoot if he did not stop. He said the suspect did not 
stop and continued to run east on 117" Place, then south, going through an opening in 
the chain link fence, and across a vacant field to 118" Street. While running across the 
field Deputy Franklin said he was approximately 15 feet behind the suspect. The 
suspect then fell, quickly stood up, and continued running, which closed the distance 
between Deputy Franklin and the suspect to approximately 4-6 feet. Deputy Franklin is 
not sure if the suspect fell once or twice while running through the vacant lot. 


Deputy Franklin said he could hear his partner Deputy Magdalik behind him 
communicating on his hand held radio, and see the suspect in front of him holding the grip 
on the weapon. 


Deputy Franklin said the suspect ran to the south side of the vacant field and headed east 
through an opening in the chain link fence. The suspect then ran west on the north 
sidewalk of East 118" Street. The suspect then crossed East 118" Street toward the 
rear pedestrian entrance to the rear of the apartment building at llli. 118" Place.

When the suspect reached the gate he opened it and looked toward Deputy Franklin. 
Deputy Franklin continued to give commands which were ignored by the suspect. The 
suspect entered the gate and took a few steps toward the fire lane area. Deputy Franklin 
said the suspect tripped and fell to the sidewalk on the east side of the parking area. He 
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fell on his right shoulder with the gun in his left hand holding the gun up facing east.

Deputy Franklin said he saw the suspect reach into his right pant pocket and retrieve a 
black object which he appeared to try to insert into the semiautomatic pistol that was in his 
left hand while he made eye contact with Deputy Franklin. Deputy Franklin said he 
believed the suspect was attempting to insert a magazine into the semiautomatic pistol. 
Deputy Franklin said he perceived this to be a direct threat to himself and his partner 
because he believed the suspect was going to try to kill him and his partner, using the gun 
in his left hand. 


Deputy Franklin said he discharged his 9mm Beretta three times, striking the suspect 
three times in his lower extremities. He said he then stepped to his left to seek 
concealment from the bushes along the west side of the apartment building. He said the 
suspect yelled something and threw the gun to the west side of the fire lane. He said the 
suspect was still holding something in his right hand and he ordered him twice to drop the 
weapon. He said the suspect dropped a black object which he observed to be a 
magazine for a semiautomatic weapon. 


Deputy Franklin said Suspect Sullivan looked at him and said, "I'm sorry, | just wanted to 
get away, don't kill те.” Не then placed both of his hands over his head. He said the 
suspect also said, "That's not my gun, but | have been getting shot at a lot recently." 
Deputy Franklin said a small crowd gathered on the south side of the curb line, and he 
heard a female yell at the suspect to drop whatever he had in his hand. 


Assisting units arrived, secured the scene, handcuffed the suspect and then paramedics 
arrived to render first aid. 


SWORN WITNESS STATEMENT: 


Magdalik, Chad 


Deputy Magdalik said he and his partner were working routine patrol. He was the 
bookman and his partner Deputy Franklin was the driver. They were driving northbound 
on Compton Avenue past a vacant lot on the east side of 117" Street as they approached 
117" Place when they noticed a male black standing on the south sidewalk of 117" place 
who appeared suspicious. They decided to talk to the man who was later identified as 
Suspect Bruce Sullivan. 


Deputy Magdalik said they turned right on 117" Place and he saw two men standing on 


the sidewalk, an older man and a younger man. Не told Deputy Franklin to let him out of 
the patrol vehicle so he could get a clear view of both males. He also said he got out of 
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the vehicle because the area is a known gang and high narcotic activity area. He said he 
wanted to be out of the patrol vehicle so he could keep an eye on their hands and have 
the upper hand. He got out of the vehicle and walked onto the sidewalk, clearing two 
vehicles that were parked in front of a large R.V., as Deputy Franklin paralleled him in the 
patrol vehicle. Deputy Magdalik made contact with the older man as Deputy Franklin 
drove ahead to contact the younger man. The older man was now standing in the street 
in front of a car with its hood up. It appeared that the he was working on the vehicle. 
Deputy Magdalik told the man to show him his hands. The man complied and Deputy 
Magdalik determined that the older man was not involved in any criminal activity. 


Deputy Magdalik said when he finished communicating with the older man, he 
approached Suspect Sullivan from the west. From about twenty to thirty feet away, he 
could see the suspect was moving his hands suspiciously around his waistband and the 
suspect crouched down behind a car. Judging from the suspect's actions, Deputy 
Magdalik thought the suspect was going to drop or toss narcotics or burglary tools. He 
said Deputy Franklin drove the patrol vehicle slightly past the suspect and approached 
the suspect from a northeast direction. Deputy Magdalik said he yelled out to Deputy 
Franklin to watch the suspect's hands. The suspect started walking toward Deputy 
Franklin who was calling him over. The suspect appeared to be cooperating. Deputy 
Magdalik suddenly heard Deputy Franklin yell “Hey, get back here!” as the suspect 
started running south and then west on the sidewalk away from Deputy Franklin, but 
toward Deputy Magdalik. The suspect suddenly turned around and began to run east on 
the sidewalk followed by Deputy Franklin. 


Deputy Magdalik said he heard Deputy Franklin say "He's got a gun." He followed behind 
Deputy Franklin and the suspect and began to broadcast emergency radio traffic that they 
were involved in a foot pursuit.

The suspect ran south through an opening in the chain-link fence that surrounded a 
vacant lot located south of the sidewalk on 117" Place. Both deputies continued running 
after the suspect south along a path through the vacant lot, out of another opening in the 
chain-link fence westbound onto 118" Street. As they chased the suspect, Deputy 
Franklin yelled continuously "Police, stop or | will shoot.” Deputy Magdalik continued to 
broadcast their location and direction of travel on his 480 radio. 


IAB Note: Deputy Magdalik inadvertently broadcast that they were 
running northbound instead of southbound. 


Deputy Magdalik said halfway through the vacant lot, the suspect fell. The suspect was 
able to quickly recover and continued running south. When the suspect reached the 
southern end of the vacant lot, he exited through another opening in the chain-link fence 
and began to run westbound on 118" Street on the north side of the sidewalk. At this 
point Deputy Franklin was about 15-20 feet behind the suspect, and Deputy Magdalik 
was 15-20 feet behind Deputy Franklin. Suspect Sullivan ran diagonally across 118^ 
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Street in a southwest direction toward a pedestrian gate located at the rear of an 
apartment complex located E. 118" Place. 


Deputy Magdalik said he could not get a good view of the suspect because they were 
running in a line and his view was blocked by Deputy Franklin. He said he focused on 
Deputy Franklin in front of him and the radio. He said the suspect ran through the 
pedestrian gate into the apartment complex, and out of his view. He saw Deputy 
Franklin stopped at the apartment complex pedestrian gate as he approached. He then 
saw the suspect on the ground and Deputy Franklin giving him commands to "Let me see 
your hands." and pointing his duty weapon at the suspect. As he arrived just east of the 
pedestrian gate and east of his partner, he heard three gunshots. He did not see the 
shooting, but knew that Deputy Franklin had shot because he was pointing his weapon at 
the suspect and there was smoke coming out of his weapon. 


Deputy Magdalik said he immediately broadcast emergent radio traffic advising that a 
Deputy involved shooting had occurred. He said he and Deputy Franklin approached 
the suspect who was lying on the sidewalk that led from the pedestrian gate into the 
apartment complex. The suspect told Deputy Franklin "Thank you for not killing me. 1 
shouldn't have run from you with a gun.” Within seconds, LA County Fire and assisting 
units arrived. The suspect was treated for his injuries and taken into custody.

SUSPECT STATEMENT: 
Sullivan, Bruce Lee 


Suspect Sullivan prior to the shooting he had been walking on East 117" Place with his 
ШЕШӘ 2 friend. When the deputies pulled up, he initially walked toward them. He 
said he then ran because he did not want to go to jail, and he wanted to see his MEN 
who was coming to town from Bakersfield. He said he heard yelling for him to stop as he 
ran away. He said he had a gun on his person for personal protection. 


Suspect Sullivan said he ran from deputies through a vacant field. He noticed that one of 
the deputies was not far behind him. He said when he arrived at the pedestrian gate of 
the apartment complex, the nearest deputy was in the street running toward him. He 
said he fell when he got in the gate, and fell again as he was trying to get up. He felt that 
if he would not have fallen he could have escaped from the deputies because he knows 
the complex. 


He said he tried to throw the gun and that was when he got shot. He said he did not 
blame the deputy for shooting him, and that he apologized to the deputy after the deputy 
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shot him. He said he understood that the “deputy had a guy with a gun in his hand," and 
the deputy, “did what he had to до.” He said the deputy was a “good dude, he could have 
shot me in the back or stomach." 


SUSPECT INJURIES: 


Suspect Sullivan sustained 1gunshot wound to his left upper thigh, 1 gunshot wound in 
his left calf, and 1 gunshot wound in his right ankle.

This is the route that was taken by Suspect Sullivan after he exited 
the open field.
